Ail other news, local and general, 
has been overshadowed within the 
past few days by the terrible in- 
telligence from San Francisco. It 
looks as if the earthquake shock of 
early Wednesday _morning and 
those succeeding it during the day 
will be “found to have caused as 
great destruction of life as ever be- 
fella city and its environs in the 
world’s history. Fully ten thou- 
sand people are believed to have 
been killed. The St. Agnes Insane 
asylum near San Jose has been des 
troyed and 400 inmates are dead. 
The universities of California and 
Leland Stanford are practically in 
ruins. The Palace hotel collapsed 
shortly after noon burying all those 
in the building. ‘The famous Cliff 
House, which overlooks the Bay, 
fell into the water at the first shock. 
Fire immediately broke out and as 
many of the firehalls were involved 
in the ruin and the water mains 
were burst, it was only possible to 
fight it with dynamite, which soon 
gave out. ‘I'wo battleships are re- 
ported to have sunk in the harbor, 
All the wires are down and at the 
time of writing the details are still 
meagre. But sufficient is at 
hand to. make one realize how 
overwhelming the disaster has been, 

San Francisco was an exceeding- 
ly beautiful and flourishing city 
and it will take a long time to re- 
cover from such a blow. It is ex- 
tremely doubtful” if. it ever will. 
Baltimore rose speedily from its 
ruins. By taking proper measures 
of precaution, those who rebuild 
their places of business reasoned, 
the recurrence of such devastation 
cculd be avoided, But protection 
against earthquake shocks is a 
different matter, ‘These have come 
frequently in San Francisco in the 
past, though no serious results 
have followed. Henceforth, how- 
ever, there will alwavs be extreme 
uneasiness which must militate 
against the city’s growth, 


othe banquet to the members of 
the /Legislature on Tuesday night 
at Red Deer passed off with great 
eclat, as the writers of the society 
columns say. Besides the parlia- 
mentarians of the province, the 
ambitious little municipality had as 
its guests the Lieutenant-Governor 
of Alberta and the Comptroller of 
the Mounted Police, not to speak 
of numerous distinguished repre- 
sentatives of the, Fourth: Hstate.

The object of the gather- 
ing was, of course, to impress upon 
the visitors the desirability of se- 
lecting Red Deer as the capital of 
the province.

Moore 
promised that atits regular session 
the legislature would hear from 
him at length in regard to the 
claims of his adopted town, But

members of the House made up 
their minds long ago, and even 
amid. the surroundings of Tuesday 
night most of them stated. quite 
frankly what their preferences were, 
Before another. number of ‘The 
Saturday News goes to press, they 
will; inall probability; have’ made 
their final choice. It was looked 
for this week, but. at time of 
writing this seems unlikely, 

Dr. MclIntyre’s’ majority in 
Strathcona is 1508,.a figure with 
which the new member and his 
friends have reason to be satisfied. 
In glancing over the detailed vote, 
one cannot help being surprised by 
the figures for Vermilion, ‘here 
were 256 ballots cast there for 
McIntyre and 69 for Crang, a total 
of 828, Vermilion, it must be 
remembered, only came into exist- 
ence late last summer, and while 
its growth has been remarkable, it 
is still.a small place. How there 
could possibly be 828 bona-fide 
voters there is impossible to under- 
stand, Vegreville, if anything, is 
larger and the country in the im- 
mediate vicinity more thickly set- 
tled, yet in that village there were 
only 106 votes, less than a third 
the number in Vermilion, = In 
Wetaskiwin, the fourth largest 
place in the province, there were 
only 181) It certainly looks as if 
there had been some loose work, 
and the authorities should —in- 
vestigate, 

Despite the announcement that 
all the large towns along the 
C.N.R. would have a railway mail 
service after April Ist, it seems 
that Vegreville is still without it. 
All the mail commttication which 
it has with the ottside world is by 
a weekly stage from Fort Saskat- 
chewan, The people in that 
bustling town tmtst be an easy- 
going lot when they rolled up a 
majority of 90 the other day for 
the candidate of a governtnent 
which has so signally fatled to 
keep in’ totich with their develop- 
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ment. It took over three months 
after regular passenger traffic had 
started on the railway for the 
department to afford relief to Ver- 
milion, Lloydminster and North 
Battleford. How much longer will 
the other communities have. to 
wait? 

The city council has decided to 
refuse the application of the iron 
foundry for a bonus in the mean- 
while. The whole question will be 
gone into and a general policy de- 
cided upon. This is the fair and 
sensible course to take. If we have 
to aid manufacturers to induce 
them to locate here, we should treat 
them all alike. But the pity is 
that industries of this character, 
like others which do quite as much 
for the public at large, cannot 
stand on their own feet. Why is 
it that no provincial legislator 
wants to undertake the task of in- 
troducing an anti-bonus law ? 

It is safe to say that no. new 
comer to the west ever experienced 
|more delightful Waster weather 
than that of last Sunday. ‘Those 
who have cotne to Alberta in fear 
and trembling, dreading our stp- 
posedly rigorous climate, must 
have had some pleasant surprises 
during the past few weeks, In 
eastern Canada, while the various 
athletic organizations have been 
holding their meetings in prepar- 
ation for the season's play, the 
games are in full swing out here, 
For a fortnight seeding ‘operations 
have been general throughout the 
country. Instead of the rain and 
slush that easterners associate with 
the early part of April, everything 
has been clear and dry with us. 
No country in the world has_ finer 
climatic conditions, Who would 
like to change Alberta for Califor- 
nia just at present, for instance ?

‘There were eighteen applicants for 
the post. Mr. Kealy is in the city 
already and will be able to get to 
work immediately.

The 
citizens will be perfectly ready to 
recognize that his task is not an 
easy one but if he succeeds with it, 
he will find them, on the whole, 
we venture to say, very appreciat- 
ive. 

The mounted police are to be 
maintained on their present basis, 
the expense being shared by both 
provincial and federal governments. 
Comptroller White is in Alberta at 
present conferring in regard to the 
change and at Red Deer on ‘Tues- 
day night Premier Rutherford an- 
nounced. that a satisfactory ar- 
rangement had been effected. 
While the functions which. they 
perform must in time come wholly 
within the control of the province, / 
there is at present io very pressing 
need for a change and it is just as 
well that they are not to be dis- 
turbed any more than is necessary 
in the good work which they are 
carrying on. 


E. W. Thomson the veteran cor- 
respondent of the Boston Trans- 
cript, who has been writing about 
Canadian affairs off and on for the’ 
past three or four ,years, has been 
telling his readers that clouds have 
now come into Sir Wilfrid Lauri- 
er’s sky and that the tide of public 
sentiment is turning, as a result of 
the unearthing of colossal “lard 
scandals in the west. ‘This state- 
ment is most surprising as Mr. 
Thomson has béen very friendly to 
the government in the past and 
particularly to Hon. Mr.° Oliver, 
in whose department these alleyed 
scandals would be During the 
Alberta elections last fall he drove 
all about the province with the 
Minister of the Interior. Just to 
what he refers is impossible to de- 
termine but it is certain that there 
have been no revelations to cause 
any great public concern, The 
government domain in the west has 
been, on the whole, exceedingly 
well administered,

There is 
certainly something radically wrong 
about a form of government which 
permits such. a return to barbarism 
and we can point out with pride 
the contrast presented on this side 
of the border. The governor of 
Missouri, Mr. Folk, has ‘accomp- 
lished much in driving out corrupt- 
ion from high places, Here will be 
another test for him! ~

War breaks out anew with 
the OC. P. R.—Street Rail- 
way company seeks 
franchise. 


Calgary, April 18. 

The closing of Seventh street 
west by the C. P. R. and the con- 
sequent agitation that has arisen 
among the residents of that part of 
the city has been a fruitful topic of 
discussion during the past week. 
On Monday the company dug post- 
holes and strung wires across the 
thoroughfare on both sides of the 
track. Two new spurs have been 
constructed near this point and the 
heavy switching to be done there is 
said to have rendered the crossing 
dangerous. As to the legal aspect 
of the case various opinions have 
been given. It is recalled that 
when Hon. A. G. Blair was chair- 
man of the railway commission, he 
said that the only action the city 
could take to protect its interests in 
this connection was to have recourse 
to the commission, However, the 
ratepayers of ward four are not dis- 
posed to writ for the law and all 
its delays. They held a meeting 
on Tuesday evening and passed a 
resolution protesting against the 
company’s action.. James Muir K. 
C. addressed them and advised 
them to take the law into their own 
hands After the meeting a secret 
band accordingly went to the cross- 
ing and cut the wires and pulled up 
the posts. Despite all that the C. 
P. R. has done to build up Calgary 
it is a decidedly unpopular corpor- 
ation here and this latest incident 
further increases the strain on the 
relations between it and the munici- 
pality.

The report is again current that 
Hon. Clifford Sifton will shortly 
return to the Cabinet. We do 
not believe it. Possibly the 
government would like to have his 
services again but what is there to 
make him desire to return? He 
has obtained everything out of 
politics that is possible tohim. He 
is a wealthy man and is known to 
be enjoying his riches. He made 
a reputation for himself as an ad- 
ministrator and asa parliamentiar- 
ian. He was, during what will 
undoubtedly prove to have been 
the heyday of Liberal rule in Can- 
ada, a figure second only to the 
Premier himself and he can never 
hope to be leader. In the first 
place his deafness stands in the 
way. and in the second the reflect- 
ions which have been made upon 
his private character, no matter 
whether these were justified or not, 
must always prevent his further 
advancement. Of course, if he 
were a inan eaten up with the 
desire to serve the public, one 
who felt above everything else 
his responsibility to the people of 
the Dominion, he would undoubt- 
edly be prepared to sacrifice per- 
sonal considerations and enter the 
arena once more. But his best 
friends cannot say that the ex- 
minister has not shown himself 
mainly concerned about theinterests 
of Mr. Sifton. 

Ontario is highly interested at 
present in the Niagara power pro- 
jects and an industrial revolution is 
anticipated. The repoort of the 
municipal commission shows that a 
very great saving can be affected, 
particularly to small consumers, 
tc whom the cost will be about one- 
fifth the amount per horse power 
that is paid at present while for 
large consumers the. price will be 
cut in half. When the long dis- 
tance that coal has to be hauled -is 
considered, it is easy to understand 
how these economies can be effect- 
ed even with the immense cost of 
construction works. It would take 
a long while, though, to secure as 
good conditions for manufacturing 
as lie open in Northern Alberta 
with the immense coal deposits 
right on the grotind, other raw 
material ¢lose at hand and the 
western agricultural market, to 
which the east is catering so large- 
ly at present, at our doors. Be- 
sides that, there is plenty of water- 
power to developed here, if it 
appears advisable. 


The Winnipeg Free Press in dis- 
cussing the report of the Ontario 
commission makes the following 
striking observation: ‘If the com- 
niissioner’s statistics are accurate 
they offer the prospect, therefore, 
of cutting down the cost of power 
to small cotisumers by 400 and for 
larger constiners 100 per cent.’’ 
This would indeed be a tnarvellous 
state of affairs. When an article 
costs $100 and the cost is reduced 
50 per cent. we get it for $50. 


When it is reduced 100 per cent. 
itis obtained for nothing. But 
what are to think of a reduction in 
cost of 400 per cent. ? 


W. C. Simmons, the Liberal 
candidate in Lethbridge, won out 
after a hard three-cornered fight. 
The Conservative nominee was 
hopelessly beaten but the Labor re- 
presentative, Mr. Sherman, polled 
alarge vote. In the parts of the 
riding occupied by the striking 
miners his majorities were large. 
Such a contest shows how rapidly 
modern industrial conditions are 
developing in the west. \Mr. Sher- 
man’s success will doubtless lead to 
Labor nominations at other elec- 
tions, a result greatly to be regret- 
ted. A state, the population of 
which is divided for political pur- 
poses into employers and em- 
ployed, is in an unfortunate pre- 
dicament. Such antagonism of 
classes can only work harm. The 
strike at Lethbridge had nothing 
to do with provincial politics and 
the introduction into an election of 
considerations which have nothing 
to do with the duties which the 
representative to be elected will 
have to perform must always be 
demoralizing. 

Few communities in Western 
Canada have ever grown at so 
rapid a rate as has been the case 
with Daysland, the present  ter- 
minus of the C. P. R. line running 
out of Wetaskiwin, and 50 miles to 
the east of the latter town. Nota 
building was erected there till Oc- 
tober last and now a flourishing 
place is in existence. The crowds 
now rushing out into the country 
immediately in its vicinity are re- 
markable. ‘The daily train that 
the C. P. R. is running out is 
crowded to its utmost capacity. 
The town derives its name from E. 
W. Day of the Alberta Central 
Land Corporation, which some 
years ago purchased sixteen town- 
ships in the immediate vicinity, 
Mr. Day makes his home in the 
town. 

Mr. M. O. Hammond writing in 
the Toronto Globe makes the fol- 
lowing observation of interest to 
Albertans : _ 

“Mr. Foster has found a new 
target in the Minister of the In- 
terior for his shafts of sarcasm. 
Mr. Oliver’s style of speech is re- 
markable for its directness. He 
has the western habit of calling a 
spade a spade. He has a deep 
grudge against the Conservative 
party, and he seldom rises without 
dealing a telling blow at his politi- 
cal rivals. He has no use for the 
soft answer that ttrneth away 
wrath. In fact the more wrath he 
stirs up the better pleased he 
seeins. He is a_ typical pioneer 
from the prairies, atid a study of 
his characteristics is a good illus- 
tration of the determination and 
courage that laid the foundations 
of the newer Canada ”’ 


Edmonton and Alberta are very 
greatly coticerned regarding Mr. 
Jaines J. Hill’s plans. It is con- 
fidently expected in Southern Al- 
berta that his main line will run 
through that section of the pro- 
vitice, But in doing so, he would 
closely parallel not only the C.P.R. 
but his own existing main line a 
short distance south of ‘the boun- 
dary, while the country that he 
wottld tap is by no means the 
richest in the west. Mr. Hill has 
been always a pioneer as a railway 
builder, atid we ate very much 


mistaken if his principal.activity is 
not found to be in the north. A 
bill now before parliament gives 
him the right to build 735 miles in 
addition to the 1660.- miles for 
which he already has permission. 
He is running a main line north 
from Vancouver to the Alaskan 
boundary. ‘The present bill auth- 
orizes him to build from some 
point between Quesnelleand Lilloet 
to Tete Jaune Cache and through 
the Yellowhead Head Pass, forty 
miles to the east, and on. to Ed- 
monton. ‘Ihe work must be com- 
menced in two and completed in 
five years. He may have a more 
direct line through Canada to the 
east, but we venture to say that 
this will be the one on which h 
will concentrate most of his effort 
and that it will prove to be his 
principal revenue producer. Tete 
Jaune Cache is also. the objective 
point of another line, the Kamloops 
and Yellow Head Pass Railway Co., 
which proposes to construct along 
the North Thompson in a_nor- 
thernly direction. 


The recent debate in the House 
of Commons on the Government’s 
land policy brought out the fact 
that the Government’s supply of 
free farms in the West is rapidly 
giving out. Mr. Turriff, the mem- 
ber for East Assiniboia, who was 
formerly Dominion Lands’ Com- 
missioner and who should know 
what he is talking about, says that 
it will be only three or four years 
before they are all gone. The 
statement must come as a shock to 
many. With but a small part of 
Western Canada yet settled, the 
public domain approaches the dis- 
appearing point. Such are the 
ravages which have been made 


‘upon it by grants to railways .and 


land companies. Should the same 
methods be followed in disposing 
to settlers of the land still re. 
maining as have been adopted in the 
past? It is suggested that the land 
still remaining in the government’s 
hands should be held by it in order 
to steady the price asked by the 
great land-holding corporations. 
When it is all disposed of in free 
homesteads, it is pointed out, these 
corporations will be able to put 
their holdings up to extortionate 
figures. The government has ten 
or eleven tillion acres left. By 
skilful handling of these it could 
do much to keep the prices down 
for a long period to come. ‘The 
offer of free farms has been a great 
inducement to emigration, and it 
is a pity that it could not be con- 
tinted indefinitely. But wé have 
to face the results of the wasteful 
policy of other years. It will have 
to be abandoned very shortly in 
any case. Is it not better to be- 
gin now to husband our resources?

- Deserting Ontario for the West 


The Woodstock (Ont.) Sentinel- 
Review has an editorial article 
which will be read’ with great in- 
terest by the western farmers, a 
large number of whom are familiar 
with agricultural conditions in the 
east. 

‘While Canadians generally,’’ it 
says, ‘‘are rejoicing, and rejoicing 
with perfect propriety, over the 
wonderful development of the 
West, thoughtful people are begin- 
ning to ask themselves what is to 
be the effect on Ontario of the 
heavy drain on her best blood and 
brains which the West is making. 

‘‘For several weeks now the 
country correspondents of the 
Sentinel-Review have been telling 
of farewell parties, addresses and 
presentations to promising young 
men and women who are leaving 
for the West. The exodus has 
been remarkable, Now farewell 
parties and presentations are not 
the marks of respect which the 
community bestows on ‘the un- 
worthy and incapable, on the drones 
and ne’re-do-wells. ‘These menand 
women who are leaving the rural 
sections, and the villages, towns 
and cities as well, are among the 
best that the country produces. 
Judged by the tributes paid by the 
correspondents they are the very 
people which the community can 
least afford to lose. 


“Why are they going? Ontario” 


is not over crowded, Farmers still 
complain that they cannot obtain 
sufficient help for the proper work- 
ing of their land. Among large 
employers of skilled and other 
labor there is no complaint that 
the supply is greatet than the de- 
mand, The soil is not playing out; 
it is still rich and fruitful, In 
many places it is only just being 
opened up. Why are the people 
leaving? Hvidently because the 
fever hascaught them. There may 
be other explanations, but this one 
is most apparent. 

“What will be the effect on 
Ontario? For a time at least it 
catinot but be harmful, Immigra- 
tion is doing something to fill the 
the places of those who are leaving. 
but even the best immigrant that 
that comes from the British Isles-is 
but an immigrant still, It will 
take him years to become acclima- 
tized and acctistomed to the ways 
of the country, and su capable of 
taking the place and doing the 
work of the native-born. And in 
the meantime Ontario must stuffer. 

“Under such circumstances it is 
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not unnatural that there should be 
a growing fear amoyg the thought: 
ful Ontario people:that the boom- 
of the West may be over-done, es- 
pecially when it is done at the ex- 
pense of the Kast. It is just a 
question if the time has not already 
come to consider the question if 
there is not just as good land here 
in Ontario as there is in the West, 
just as good return for money in- 
vested, and just as much reward 
for labor done, 

“Tt may sound alittle unpatriotic 
for Ontario to raise a discordant 
note in the great Western chorus; 
but self-preservation is the first law 
of nature ’’ 

The reasonableness of — the 
position taken is apparent to all. 
But who can blame the Ontairo 
man for coming where he can get 
cheap land and stand a chance of 
being independently — wealthy, 
provided he works hard, in a few 
years. ‘The same things appeal to 
him as to the thousands who are 
selling their farms across the border 
and pouring into Western Canada. 
In many of the eastern States, the 
New England States in particular, 
there are large areas of deserted 
farms, the owners having joined 
the movement to the Mississippi 
and beyond it. The same thing is 
likely to occur in Ontario. 

It would help: the province a 
very great deal if as many as pos- 
sible British agruculturists, who 
are accustomed to intensive farm- 
ing, were induced to take over the 
farms which those leaving for the 
West are abandoning, The appli- 
cation of British methods, will do 
a great deal for Ontario agriculture. 


The great Detchon farm, located 
near Davidson, Sask., will have 6,- 
000 acres under crop this year. 
Last year 95,000 bushels of wheat, 
No. 1 hard and No. 1 northern, 
were secured, Thirty farm hands 
are at work. 


Ths Farmer's Wife as a Shopper 


A wise and experienced merchant 
contributes the following to the 
Commercial Bulletin : 

The farmer’s wife is perhaps the 
shrewdest shopper that comes into 
your establishment, ‘ She is usual- 
ly accustomed to looking after her 
own interest and to acting inde- 
pendently. For all this she doesn’t 
like to be ‘‘done’’ and if it comes 
to her ears that some of her neigh- 
bors have ‘‘done better’’ either 
with her produce or in the purchase 
of goods at your establishment you 
will have a hard time squaring 
yourself, ‘Therefore it pays to be 
square. There are no aftermaths 
to the square deal. ‘This shopper 
is well posted on the value of the 
class of goods she usttally buys 
either for herself or for ‘‘father and 
the boys.’? She has been taught 
to get the most’ for her produce. 
She has helped father out of many 
difficulties by producing ready cash 
when needed, as the result of sav- 
ings from butter and egg motiey. 
She knows the value of stock and 
isa regular David Harum when it 
comes to driving a bargain, The 
farmer’s wife is not especially long 
oti style, but she is strong on qtal- 
ity and the ‘‘goods must wash,’ 
She is reputed to have started the 
custom of ‘rag chewing.’’ ‘This 
practice was simply her method of 
finding whether the colors would 
rtin or not. 

She is too shrewd to fool. Give 
her a square deal, make a friend of 
her and ‘‘father and the boys’’ 
will back her up on any decision 
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she makes regarding—perhaps in 
giving you the order rather. than 
sending it to the catalogue house.

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The Eruption of Vesuvius 
A Striking Picture Given by 
F. Marion Orawford, the 
Novelist. 


\ . . : ‘ 
The New York Times prints an 


account of the eruption of Mount 
Vesuvius, by F, Marion Crawford, 
the American novelist. 
patch is dated Sant Agnello, Bay 
of Naples, ‘Tuesday. After giving 
briefly a general sketch of the 
eruptions, he says — 

“Vesterday (Monday) I drove 
through Torre del Annunziata to 
the point where the main stream of 
lava stopped on Sunday. The lava 
carried vast masses of burned stone 
and sulphur on its surface, like 
dross on melted lead, and nothing 
was visible toward. Boscotrecase 
but endless acres of dark scoriae, 
broken here and there by the 
greenish curling smoke of sulphur. 
At this point we reached a great 
pine tree torn up by its roots and 
turned to black charcoal stuck out 
of the mass at a sharp angle. The 
air was almost unbreathable, the 
heat intense. The faces of the 
people who crowded upon the edge 
of the arrested stream expressed 
present terror or exhaustion from 
recent panic, : 


Colossal Serpent of Fire 

‘‘When the stream of fire threat- 
ened Boscotrecase, soldiers dug.a 
wide’ ditch across its path and 
threw up a formidable entrench- 
ment, in the hope of diverting its 
course, but every effort was use- 
less, ‘The molten stone advanced 
like a colossal serpent of fire, turn- 
ing its head to the right and left 
as a snake does, but keeping its 
general direction toward the fated 
town. It was not till it reached 
the first house, sending up great 
showers of sparks, that the people 
finally fled for their lives, taking 
stich belongings as they could car- 
ry in their arms or pile upon the 
creaking carts. 

Flight of the People 

“T saw men, women and child- 
en, and infants, whose mothers 
carried them at the breast or in 
their aprons. Dogs, too and cats 
were on the carts, and sometimes 
even chickens tied together by the 
legs, and piles of mattresses and 
pillows and ahipeless bundles of 
clothes, all white with dust under 
the lurid glaic. I saw one woman 
lying on her back across a cart, 
ghastly white, and, if not dead 
already. of fear and heat and suffo- 
cation, certainly almost gone, We 
ourselves, could hardly breathe. 


The Air Full of Dust 

“At the moment of writing, in 
Sorrento, at 2 p. m., I can see 
nothing of Naples or Vesuvius, or 
evett of Ischia (an island in the 
Bay of Naples), 80 imiles to the 
west of the volcano, for all is hid- 
den by a lurid curtain that is not 
affected by, the fresh easterly 
breeze. ‘he ashes are a fine dark 
grey dust, and are thick in my 
garden walks, on the terrace, and 
on all the plants. Even at a dis- 
tance of fifty yards there is a slight

The Household. 


‘Tomake good sandwiches, bread should 
be at least one day old, buttered on the 
loaf, and very thinly sliced. Different 
kinds of bread may be used, as brown 
bread, graham or whole wheat. If the 
loaf is cut through the middle and a slice 
cut off each half alternately, they will 
atch more evenly in size, and always be 
spread on the right side, Minced chicken 
and celery, or turkey and celery make a 
very nice filling, also minced heefsteak 
sprinkled with tomato catsup, Celery is 
one of the best limch relishes ; sprinkle 
it with water, dust it lightly with salt 
and roll in waxed paper, Or it may be 
ininced with an equal qtantity of boiled 
beetroot, sendatiedt with salt and lemon 
quice and used as stndwich filling, ‘The 
ollowing recipes are very good : 


SALMON SANDWICHKS, 


Spread the bread with a nice tayon- 
naise, then with te salinon, sprinkle 
with salt and add a thin layer of sliced 
cucumbers before covering wtth the top 
slice. Shiritup sandwiches tay be made 
in the same way, using the bottled 
shrimps. 


SALAD SANDWICHKS, 


Spread the bread with butter, then with 
chopped beet, tomato, celery, water-cress 
or lettuce, mixed with mayonnaise, 


ROLT, SANDWICHES, 


Cut small rolls half in two, scrape out 
the crumbs and fill the hollow with nice 


force-meat, then tie the halves together : 


with narrow ribbon or tape, 


HGG SANDWICHKS, 


Mash the yolks of hard-boiled egys 
quite fine, moisten with mayonnaise and 
spread over buttered bread, 
minced chicken or meat may be added to 
the egg if preferred. 


SARDINE SANDWICHKS. 


Moisten sardines with mayonnaise, or 
sprinkle with lemon juice, mash finely, 
and spread on buttered bread, 

The crust should be cut off the bread 
for sandwiches, and they should be cut 
into dainty squares, triangles or other 
fancy shapes, 


PHANUT SANDWICILKS, 


Shell and skin freshly roasted peanuts 
and roll them into fine crumbs on a 
pastry-board, Add salt to taste, and mix 
the powdered nuts with enough fresh 
cream cheese to make a paste that can 
be easily spread on unbuttered bread, 
Keep ina cold, damp place tntil wanted, 


HAM AND OLIViE SANDWICHKS, 
Chop lean ham fine and beat into each 
pup of the minced meat a tablespoon. 
ful of salad oil, a teaspoonful of vinepar, 
a teaspoonful of French mustard, six 
olives chopped fine and a teaspoonful of 
minced parsley.

ROAST BERK SANDWICHKS,

Wild hay is quoted at $7 
to$10 per ton, and $10 to $15 for 
timothy while straw brings $3 per 
ton. 


Weekly Market Letter 


Edmonton, Alta., April 19, 1906 
WHEAT—The wheat market for 
the past week has ruled for the 
most part firm and higher than the 
previous week. The foreign 
markets have held firm, Liverpool 
being about one’penny higher than 
a week ago. Heavy rains and snow 
inthe ‘northwestern spring wheat 
states have delayed seeding and 
caused an advance of over two 
cents. All of this advance was

not held, however, as 
weather conditions and a slightly 
flower Liverpool market this morn- 
ing started a. selling 
1% cents per bushel. Lake navi- 
stocks of wheat that have accum- 
ulated .at lake ports during the 
past winter will) be moved out 
rapidly and together with the good 
demand for wheat at all the milling 
centres will result in a rapid de- 
crease of stocks of wheat in store 
at terminal points. The United 
States government crop report. is- 
sued on April 10th gave the average 
condition of winter wheat as 89.1 
as compared with 91.25 at the 
same time a year ago, This report 
was not as favorable as was general- 
ly expected. Stocks of wheat in 
store at terminal points in the 
United States and Canada are 
about 50% greater than they were 
a year ago and the amount of wheat 
on. ocean passage is nearly 51. mil- 
lion bushels, the largest amolint on 
record, but the price of wheat in 
the American markets is from: 20 
to 80 cents per bushel: less than it 
was a yearagoand we think this 
difference in price more than dis- 
counts the increased supply, There 
will be a rapid decrease in the: vis- 
ible supply from now on and 
with harvest several months away 
with all the uncertainties as to 
what the harvest will be it appears 
to us like a good business risk to 
buy wheat around present prices 
and especially on any further de- 
cline. We believe such purchases 
will show good profits in the near 
future.
